interesting is the experience of an 
Alberta farmer who had a light crop 
which he could not ; ^ell at the eleva¬ 
tor. He had a flock of poultry and 
started feeding the wheat to them 
and marketing it in the form of eggs 
through the local egg pool. When 
the winter was over he had sold the 
wheat thus fed at an average price 
of $5 per bushel. Another western 
farmer with a modest flock of 160 
birds kept his family throughout the 
winter on the income from the eggs, 
and he states that his gross income 
for the winter from the flock aver¬ 
aged $200 per month.

Great Development of Alberta in a 
Few Years of History 


For Vulcan Merchants Only 

Being one of a series of chats with Vulcan businessmen, in 
which it is kuggested hqw they may increase their volume of 
business. - 


It is estimated that six billion dol¬ 
lars were lost in the New York stock 
market crash last fall, and another 
four billion a fortnight ago. 

Canadians gambling in U. S. stocks 
were heavy losers — losing money 
which has been a big factor in de¬ 
pressing business conditions. It is a 
tragedy that Canada has not yet &t 
back to normal. ^ 

If Canadians would gmble in their 
own stocks, the money would at least 
■stay in the country, But by gambling 
in American sec/urities, they are ex¬ 
porting cash which the country can 
lll-afford to do without. In trading 
at home, Canada benefits whether the 
stockholder wins or loses. When he 
wins, his money is available in many 
cases for, buying-new. issues to fin¬ 
ance industrial development, or ex¬ 
ploitation of natural resources, such 
as oil and mining.—Oil Review. 


It is only by comparison that the 
development of Alberta may be real -1 
ised. Stock raising and agriculture | 
have been the fore-runners of all in¬ 
dustrial development und nothing! 
.could be more striking than a back¬ 
ward look through the years. 

Alberta’s tilled area in 1891 was 
confined to small patches of garden I 
and crops, negligible in acreage. In 
less than 30 years, 16,000,000 acres I 
of arable land have been brought in¬ 
to cultivation. 

Early government reports however 
gave a forecast of the possibility of 
wheat growing and in 1876 the Mis¬ 
sion Fathers of Fort Vermilion won a 
medal at the Philadelphia centennial 
for wheat growing. Also in 1893, 
these Mission Fathers won first prise 
at the Chicago fair. That the faith, 
in wheat was justified, has been prov¬ 
ed yearly over since. 

In 1906 when Alberta was well un¬ 
der way agriculturally, all farm pro¬ 
ductions totalled sixteen and a half 
millions. In 1929, they totalled over 
two hundred and forty-two million. 
The acreage increased from 650,000 
in 1906 to 16,334,442 acres in cultiva¬ 
tion in 1929. 

Hack in 1906 dairy products 
brought $2,000,000. In 1929 this has 
become over twenty million. '
